Revenue of $23,490,000 
Fron Property Levy 
Held Needed. 


MEANS CITIZENS PAY 
25 PER CENT MORE 


Capital Very Prosperous and 
Requires Improvements, 
Havenner Says. 


A movement to increase the Dis- 
trict’s property tax bill from $%18,750,- 
000, as estimated for the fiscal year 
now drawing to a close, to $23,490,000, 
estimated for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1929, or $4,740,000, by adher- 
ing to the present tax rate of $1.80 for 
each $100 of assessed property valua- 
tion, instead of reducing the tax rate 
on the increased assessed valuation, 
took definite shape at a meeting of the 
Citizens Advisory Council last night. 

If carried out this would amount to 
an average increase Of 25 per cent on 
every taxpayer’s contribution. The 
new valuation of property in the Dis- 
trict is approximately 25 per cent 
higher than the old. 

This proposal was advanced by Dr. 
George C. Havenner, who ha been ad- 
vocating it for several weeks in ad- 
dresses before citizens’ associations 
where, he says, it has received favor- 
able consideration. It is known to 
have been discussed by the Commis- 
sioners. Maj. Daniel J. Donovan, Dis- 
trict auditor, told the Housé appro- 
priation commi:’-> at the last session 
of Congress that, whereas the 1928 
budget proposed by the Bureau of the 
Budget could be cared for, if strictly 
adhered to by a tax rate of $1.50 on 
the new valuation, he was convinced 
that it was not proposed to reduce the 
rate materially below the present. $1.80 
rate when the higher valuation was 
administered. 


Income of $45,370,000 Seen. 


Dr. Havenner proposed to the council 
that the 1929 budget be prdeicated on a 
continuance of the $1.80 tax rate and 
that, instead of working at first on 
items. of proposed expenditure, the 
council first canvass the money that 
could be raised. He said that the pres- 
ent. tax rate, applied to the increased 
valuation, ‘would yield $23,490,000 of 
tax revénue and that income from other 
sources could be estimated to bring 
total revenue to $45,370,000. He sug- 
gested making a budget to amount to 
$41,000,000, leaving the remainder, $4,- 
370,000 for supplemental appropria- 
tions, such as acquiring land and 
making other preparation for the new 
District buildings that would be ne- 
cessitated by expansion and the neces- 
sity for moving District activities out 
of the Mall-Pennsylvania avenue tri- 
angle, where the Federal Government is 
going to center its building program. 

After some discussion the council 
unanimously voted to adopt Dr. Haven- 
ner’s suggestion tentatively.

Daily Output Not Enough 
to Last War Fleet 
an Afternoon. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

The widely advertised fabulous 
wealth of oi] on the United States Tea- 
pot Dome oil reserve is in reality a 
myth, according to latest official Navy 
Department data, on file in the office 
of Commander H. A. Stuart, U. 8. N. 

All the millions of barrels of oil, pre- 
sumed to be kept underground to sup- 
ply the fleet over a period of years in a 
war emergency, have shrunk on the 
basis of latest authentic reports to such 
an amazing extent that the entire av- 
erage daily output from the entire re- 
serve would not supply the fleet with 
enough oil in war time to keep the 
ships going for a single afternoon. ‘n- 
deed, according to some estimates, it 
is doubtful if a single battleship could 
be kept In. operation during war time 
for a single. day with the entire daily 
production from the Teapot Dome 
reserve. 

Furthermore; according to the Navy 
Departmenit’s official’ data, the now- 
famous first-wall creek sand in Teapot 
Dome, which is a continuation of the 
sand formation of the Salt Creék field 
and: was estimated by the Bureau of 
Mines to contain 50,000,000 barrels of 
crude oil, does not contain enough oil 
to fill a’ Ford gasoline tank. Investi- 
gation shows that instead of oil there 
is nothing but water to be recovered. 

No Oil in 10,000° Years. 

Commander Stuart says there is no 
oil there and probably has not been for 
the past 10,000 years. Thus the vol- 
umes written about this “inexhaustible 
oil supply” in the first-wall creek, 
which former Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels and others desired kept in the 
ground as a heritage of protection 
against some future enemey, turns out 
to be pure fiction. 

Virtually the only oil being secovered 
from Teapot Dome is coming from the 
so-called second wall creek and hefe, 
too, the estimated amount in. the 
ground has shrunk to surprising pro- 
portions. The original total estimate 
of the Bureau of Mines was 185,000,- 
000 barrels of oil in the ground, which 
included the first wall ‘creek sand. 
Then the estimate dropped to 30,000,- 
000 barrels and the Louis Clapp report, 


on behalf of the government, went as - 


low as 14,000,000 barrels. 

The total production from Teapot 
Dome for April—the last © official 
record—shows 25,217 barrels with 61 
wells in ,operation., This means that

Paris, June 3 (By A. P.).—Capt. 
Charles A. Lindbergh is going home to- 


morrow. 
Laden with such honors as never be- 


fore have fallen upon one of his years, 
the young American aviator, who hop- 
ped off on his epochal New York-to- 
Paris flight just two weeks ago, will 
again start across the Atlantic, this 
time aboard his own private warship 
for a week—the U. S. S. Memphis— 
which will carry him straight to a 
greeting with President Coolidge. 

His plane, the Spirit of St. Louis, 
which served him so well on his 
memorable flight, will go with him, 
crated and carefully stowed away 
aboard the Memphis. 

When he leaves Paris tomorrow for 
Cherbourg, he will be taking the heart 
of Paris with him as well as his smile 
that has captivated so many thousands. 

Today he was honored by men of his 
own stamp-—flying men—and by chil- 
dren, soldiers and statesmen, but above 
all by the common people. He is a hero 
who has lasted two weéks, which is a 
long time ih Paris or for that matter, 
most everywhere else. 

When the “man of the Atlantic,” a 
he has been dubbed, dropped through 
the haze from England this morning, 


after a flight from the Kenley air field, 
he found French enthusiasm unspent, 
the hunger to see him unsatisfied and

DAY OFFICIALS. AGT 
70 GURB SMUGGLING 
ON CANADA BORDER 


Agreement With Customs 
Brokers Reached to 
Tighten Bar. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Prohibition officials moved yesterday 
to curtail illegal importations of liquor 
from Canada and to tighten up en- 
in the United States. 

An agreement, intended to prevent 
smuggling of carload lots of whisky 
and beer across the Canadian boundary 
was reached with customs brokers, and 
it was decided to appoint a deputy cus- 
toms collector at Detroit whose prin- 
cipal job will be to combat liquor 
smuggling. 

This action was taken after one pro- 
hibition official, familiar with the situ- 
ation in the vicinity of Detroit, had es- 
timated that during the week, that 
ended May 21, more than 40,000 cases 
of liquor were smuggled into and 
through Detroit. 

Tackling the domestic enforcement 
problem, Assistant Secretary Andrews 
of the Treasury appointed Ald Oftedal, 
who has been chief prohibition investi- 
gator and coordinator on the Pacific 
Coast to the position of deputy com- 
missioner in charge of enforcement. 

James E. Jones was promoted to be 
special assistant commissioner ‘ in 
charge of the reorganization of the 
Prohibition Bureau on a civil service 
basis. Oftedal was sworn immediately, 
but Jones will not take over his new 
duties until an administrator is ap- 


r pointed in New Jersey, where he tem- 


porarily has taken over the duties of 
that office. 

Under the agreement reached with 
customs brokers, a. customs bill of lad- 
ing will be required for every shipment 
leaving Canada for the United States, 
and care will be exercised that the 
proper papers accompany the ship- 
ménts. Cooperation of railroads, 
through the customs agents, is said 
to be assured. 

Brokers from border States between 
Michigan and Maine attended the 
meeting of Andrews, and the agreement 
was seen by the Treasury as a measure 
which will go far toward stopping the 
smuggling of whisky and beer into the 
United States.

Prince Albert Edward Eugene Lamo- 
ral de Ligne, a member of one of Bel- 
gium’s most distinguished families, 
has achieved a wide reputation as a 
diplomat and statesman. He was: for- 
merly Belgian Minister to The Hague. 

The prince was born in 1874, is mar- 
ried and has one son and three daugh- 
ters, Unofficial statements by mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps in Wash 
ington indicate that the addition of 
the Prince de Ligne would be regarded 
as a subtle compliment to the growing 
prestige of the Gnited: States among 
European nations. It was pointed out 
that the prince is looked upon as the 
logical choice of the kingdom to main- 
tain in a fitting manner the influential 
place which Baron de Cartier has filled 
here for more than ten years. 

For more than a century the Princes 
de Ligne have been celebrated states- 
men, soldiers, churchmen and authors. 
One of the most famous of the an- 
cestors of the present prince was 
Prince Charles Joseph de Ligne, a fleld- 
marshal in the Austrian armies. He 
died in 1814. He wrote “Melanges 
militaires, litteraires et sentimentaires,” 
memoirs of his campaigns, as well as 
several Other military works published 
after his death.

NATIONALISTS ADVANCE 


Peking, June 3 (By A. P.).—All 
British residents of Peking who live 
outside the Legation quarter of the city 
are, “strongly advised” to send the 
women and children of their households 
out of the city. This warning is con- 
tained in a circular sent out by the 
British Legation which also advises all 
British males living outside the Lega- 
tion quarter to prepare to withdraw 
into it at a moment’s notice. 


This part of the previously announced 
schedule of evacuation corresponds 
with the announcement of the arrival 
of the nationalist forces at the Lung- 
Hal Railway. 


Some British women and children are | 


leaving for the city and the British 
subjects remaining behind are prepar- 
ing to enter the Legation when sum- 
moned. Many of them are sending 
their valuables to the Legation quarter 
or to Tientsin, where'the British au- 
thorities are storage for them. 

It is stated among the officials of 
the British Legation that the arrival 
of the nationalists at ‘the Lung-Hal 
Railway holds the ny nen of an earlier 
change in the Peking regime than had 
been expected. Severance of Peking’s 
communications with the coast also is 
considered probable. 

A dispatch from Hankow says Eu- 
gene Chen, foreign minister of the Na- 
tionalist government there, has pro- 
tested in vigorous terms to the Japa- 
nese government against the sending 
of Japanese troops from Darien to 
Tsingtau this week. 

Chen is quoted as charging that the 
Tokyo government “is deliberately re- 
verting to the policy of its 21 demands 
of 1915 and criminally provoking the 
Chinese to use economic weapons,” for 
the results of which his government 
can not be held responsible.

No Definite Method Upheld.

$5,000,000 IN LOANS 
ID MADE AVAILABLE 
TO FLOOD VICTIM 


Credits Corporation Formed 
in Few Minutes at National 
Chamber Building. 


Within the record time of a few min- 
utes yesterday a corporation with a 
capital stock of $1,750,000, which ex- 
panded into credit will make available 


for loans to farmers in the region 
flooded by the Mississippi River from 
$5,000,000 to $7,000,000, was formed at 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce Building. 

The corporation which has been 
styled the Flood Credits Corporation, 
was organized for the purchase of stock 
in three. credit corporations already 
formed for providing credit to farmers 
in flodded sections in three States— 
Arkansas, Mississippi and Louisiana. 

These local corporations themselves 
have established a combined: capital 
stock of $1,750,000. The Arkansas 
Credit Co. has a capital. locally sub- 
scribed of $500,000, the Mississippi Re- 
habilitation Corporation a capital of 
$500,000, and the Louisiana Farm Credit 
Cc. a capital of $750,000. 

The Flood Credits Corporation, ac- 
cording to the plan formulated yester- 
day, will purchase in each of these 
local corporations an amount of stock 
equal to that locally subscribed, there- 
by doubling the capital of each of the 
corporations. With this addition, the 
combined capital stock of. the local 
oe pening will be $3,500,000, and the 
loan power will aggregate from ar ye 000,- 
000 to $14,000,000, it is said. 


Meets Coolidge Request.

Dr. A. T. McCormick, secretary of 
the State board of health, has been 
designated chairman of the disaster 
relief committee in Kentucky. He an- 
nounced at the conference today that 
a preliminary survey indicated the dis- 
aster was of major proportions, ap- 
proximately 125,000 persons being in 
the affected area and 75,000 others in 
adjacent territory. A finance commit- 
tee headed by United States Senator 
F. M. Sacket today appealed for a re- 
lief fund of $100,000, $50,000 of which 
was to be raised in Louisville alone. 

Latest compilations indicated that 
44 of the dead had been identified and 
that 43 remained unidentified. Two 
persons were missing.

SPOKESMAN FOR BEST MINDS. 


There appears to be no reason why President 
Coolidge should have any remaining doubt 
about his candidacy for 1928, now that the 
“best minds” have spoken. True, these mys- 
terious personages said no more than hundreds 
of other lips have uttered. They have only 
reinforced the opinions expressed by all of 
the party men who have visited the White 
House in the last six months, and echoed the 
prevalent belief as to the strategy the Repub- 
licans will pursue. 

Americans are familiar with the “best 
minds.” Vague, mysterious and unnamed they 
may be, but the weight of their influence has 
been used on numberless occasions. Their 
yiews have been injected into hundreds of 
controversial subjects, so there ought certainly 
to be a place for them in the preconvention 
speculation of the major political parties. 

It is, however, seldom that the world is 
allowed to know the identity of the individual 
who is able to commune with the “best minds” 
and transmit the result of their collective 
reasoning to the world. Usually the decision 
of the “best minds’ is offered in the same 
anonymous and apparently miraculous fashion 
in which it is gathered. This mystery at least 
is solved, and when the “best ‘minds” are 
needed again it will be necessary only to com- 
municate with Thomas Francis Burke, their 
acknowledged spokesman.

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DISTRICT BUDGET AND TAX RATE, 


The preliminary budget for the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1928, prepared by department 
heads and submitted to the District Commis- 


sioners, calls for $50,762,543, an increase of 
more than. $11,000,000 over the appropria- 
tions granted by Congress for the fiscal year 
beginning next July 1. The Board of Educa- 
tion asks for the largest appropriation of any 
individual department. Many other branches 
ask for more money than they will receive next 
year. Funds are requested for the erection of 
a structure to house the Recorder of Deeds, for 
the purchase of sites for branch libraries, for 
the erection of a new police station, for the 
purchase of sites for new fire stations and for 
the construction of a new bridge over Klingle 
Rua, . 

These preliminary requests must now be 
carefully and minutely studied. by the Commis- 
sioners, who, in all probability, will pare them 
considerably. They must then be submitted to 
the Budget Bureau, in which they will probably 
be trimmed still further. When the 1928 
budget finally reaches Congress it will not be as 
large as it is-in its preliminary shape, al- 
though it seems certain that a somewhat larger 
sum will be called for than was allotted for 
1927. 

The expansion of Washington makes inevita- 
ble a rise in'the cost of government. 
schools must be established, more police are 
needed to patrol the larger territory and more 
fire stations are needed to protect additional 
property. The Federal Government should 
stand its Just share of these costs, not through 
the appropriation of a meager and insufficient 
“lump sum,” but by assuming an equitable 
proportion’ of the total amount needed. The 
steadily increasing budget makes the matter 
increasingly important. 

With submission of the preliminary esti- 
mates local amateur statisticians have taken up 
their self-imposed task of estimating the tax 
rate indicated. The present rate is $1.80 on’ 
$100 of assessed valuation, and the unanimous 
opinion is that there will be a reduction from 
that figure. Guesses as to what the rate actu- 
ally will be, however, range all the way —— 
$1.50 to $1.75. 

Taxpayers will be called upon to raise a 
somewhat greater total amount than this year. 
Recently, however, real estate has been re- 
valued for purposes of taxation, the new as- 


sessment being approximately, $1,150,000,000 |} 


as compared to the previous $900,000,000. 
A tax rate of $1.50 per $100 valuation would 
bring in the required amount. 

On the other hand District officials are said 
to believe that a lowered rate at the present 
time would have a bad psychological effect, In 
view of the fact that Congress has been tfy- 
ing to reduce the amount of its annual con- 
tribution to the expense of running the Dis- 
trict government, Furthermore, the District 
is gnxious to begin accumulating a surplus 
fund, as required by law, which could not be 
done if the tax rate were materially reduced. 
Therefore it is said that only a slight rate cut 
wil be granted. 

No one at the present time knows what 
compromise will be effected. 
of vital importance to every one, however, and 
deserves universal discussion and deliberation, 
The District taxpayer does not carry an easy 
burden even now, and efforts to push the rate 
above normal requirements should be vigor- 
ously opposed. 


MRS. M’CORMICK’S CAMPAIGN. 


The entry of Mrs. Medill McCormick into 
the Illinois ‘gubernatorial race, tentatively 
announced in Washington, will mark an en- 
tively new departure in American politics. The 
pursuit of office in Illinois is a practical matter. 
Both parties in the State are thoroughly 
dominated by machines, utterly devoid of 
sentiment, and interested only in results. The 
fact that Mrs. McCormick is a woman, daughter 
of a distinguished father and widow of a 
senator will count but slightly in her favor. 

The party’ bosses in Illinois are of the type 
who refuse to believe that ary progress has 
been made in the science of politics. They 
have not yet become converted to woman’s 
suffrage, much less the emergence of women 
as candidates for the higher elective offices. 
All of these man-made traditions will have to 
be overcome by Mrs. McCormick, 

The daughter of Mark Hanna possesses 
more than her inherited talents, however, to 
aid her in the campaign. The rules of the 
game of politics, which she leagned from her 
father and practiced with her husband, are 
second nature to her. She has been described 
as the most practical politician of her sex, She 


will make no false steps if she decides ulti-

A STUDY OF SOILS. 


A general soil science congress is to as- 
semble here shortly, the European delegates 
to which have sailed from Cherbourg on the 
American liner George Washington. 

It is, of course, possible that these scien- 
tists may &ccomplish something beneficial in 
the cause of agriculture, but it will be an en- 
tirely different problem to induce the Amer!i- 
can farmers, as a body, to pay any attention 
whatever to reports concerning the soils on 
their lands. The average farmer is satisfied 
to make his own experiments and to follow 
the lead of his ancestors in the matter of re- 
turning to the soil, in the form of commercial 
fertilizers, such plant food as his crops may 
have extracted. The trouble is that in a ma- 
jority of instances he underfeeds his fields, 
with resultant yearly diminution in returns. 
No better proof of this statement can, be. found 
than by glancing at the crop reports from the 
great wheat belt of the Northwest. In spite 
of the fact that the lands were virgin soil a 
generation ago, those acres produced less than 
a fourth of the crops of like grains that are 
harvested from the fields of England and some 
portions of continental Europe, which have 
been under cultivation for centuries. 

That the American farmer seldom reads the 
reports of the soil survey of his own nelgh- 
borhood, and still more seldom heeds the les- 
sons which those surveys were made to teach, 
is evident from the fact that the Department 
of Agriculture, which has spent thousands of 
dollars in the investigations by its Bureau of 
Soils, is seldom called upon for a copy of any 
of the reports. Whenever a soil survey of a 
particular county is completed by the bureau 

‘ies of the report are placed at 
the disposal of the senators and representatives 
whose State or districts embrace the county 
thus surveyed. 

A few years ago a certain new member 
found to his credit in the folding room of the 
House a number of thousands of copies of the 
soil survey of one of the counties in his dis- 
trict. He at once advertised in every local 
paper in that county, notifying his constituents 
that a copy of the report would be sent on 
application. In addition he wrote a personal 
letter to every farmer of prominence in that 
particular county making the same offer. At 
the end of his campaign, which lasted six 


‘ months or more, he had succeeded in dispos- 


ing of exactly seven copies of the report, and 
it would not be difficult to prove that five of 
the seven recipients of the documents have 
never paid the slightest attention to the lesson 
which the Bureau of Soils intended to convey.

BARON DE CARTIER.

The Rev. C. C. Meador, of Bed- 
ford County, Va., then a student at Co- 
lumbia College, was the first pastor. 
Dr. Meador retained the pastorate until 
his death, 47 years later. The Rev. Wes- 
ton Bruner succeeded Dr. Meador and 
remained in that office for five years. 
Dr. Briggs succeeded Dr. Bruner eight- 
een years ago. 

Most of the constituent members 
came from what was then known as the 
“E Street sChurch” and the “Navy Yard 
Church.” The church has enjoyed a 
steady growth, and is now one of the 
largest in the city. The minutes of the 
Columbian Association show that dur- 
ing the eighteen years of Dr. Briggs’ 
pastorate 2,266 persons have been re- 
ceived into the church membership, 
1,661 .of whom have been baptized by 
Dr. Briggs. 

For many years the church has main- 
tained a mission on Four-and-a-half 
street southwest, near the Washington 
Barracks. It also has two home mis- 
sionaries and two foreign missionaries.

Declarer wins the first trick in Dum- 
my because it is advantageous to lead 
at once from that hand; and on the 
second trick, desiring to lead both Clubs 
and Diamonds from Dummy, selects the 
‘Club, as it is the longer suit. With eight 
Clubs in the two hands the King should 
be finessed, and any Club lead from 
Dummy will accomplish that purpose; 
but if the finesse be successful it is im- 
portant that Clubs be continued with- 
out transferring the lead from Dummy 
and thereby making it necessary for 
Dummy to expend another entry to re- 
gain it. Declarer consequently leads 
the Jack of Clubs from Dummy and, 
the King not covering, plays the Ten 
from the Closed Hand so that the Club 
lead may be continued from Dummy 4s 
often as necessary without the expendi- 
ture of another entry from Dummy to 
accomplish that purpose. (East has four 
Clubs, so it is possible from East’s

CHILDREN’S HANDS 


HE importance of good habits, in- 
1 stilled by intelligent, thoughtful 

parents in their children, can not 
be overestimated. Just as it is true that 
the unconscious mimicry in a child will 
cause it to accept as right that which 
its parents do, it is extremely difficult 


age, what one has been allowed to do 
all one’s life. And, on the other hand, 
it is much simpler to train a child 
along healthful lines than to ask an 
adult to include a new movement in 
his daily routine. 

While the smallest member of the 
family is in its carriage, and loving 
friénds are constantly examining its 
hands for a view of “those cute dim- 
ples,” the mother is not likely to neg- 
lect keeping the baby’s nails and skin 
as perfect as possible.

nails are harmful and dangerous. 

A coarse and a fine emery board 
should be kept where they can be 
easily reached, and the child should be 
shown how to use these implements 
and what is the correct shape for the 
nails.

The youngster should be taught that 
painful hang-nails can be avoided if 
the cuticle is properly cared for and 
pushed back each time the hands are 
being dried. He will always dry his 
hands thoroughly if he is taught to do 
so the first few times, and one can 
especially stimulate that normal van- 
ity in a girl-child by teaching her how 
to train her finger-tips*to taper.

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NO SMALLPOX RISK IN FLOOD 
REGIONS. 


NEWSPAPER headline recently 
read: “Smallpox Breaks Out in 
Flooded Louisiana District.” 
Well, it will mot break very far. In 
the first place, the weather is too hot 
and will continue so. Smallpox is not a 
hot-weather disease. It took an awful 
bréak made by the Tom Johnson 
health department to teach us that les- 
son, but we were taught it well. 
When Tom Johnson became mayor of 


bad epidemic of smallpox on its hands. 
They decided to chuck vaccination and 
sto handle it with formalin fumigation 
and soap and water. Just at. that 
juncture hot weather arrived. and cured 
the epidemic. Formalin got the credit. 
When cold weather came and smallpex 
came with it they tried formalin and 
soap again. It failed. 


With one exception, the stage is per- 
fectly set for an epidemic of menin- 
itis. They have the crowding, the 
irregular living and the general wetness 
of things. If this was happening in 
February or March erysipelas. would 
sweep like a fire over the camps. But 
the exception is the hot weather. There 
will be no great amount of meningitis 
—at least, in the authorized camps. 
Of course, the crowding and the wet 
make for diphtheria, but the season is 
late, many are vaccinated against diph- 
therta and’ most of the refugees are in 
tents. — 

Scarlet fever is rarely much of a men- 
ace in the far South. I have heard of 
no scarlet fever in the authorized 
camps. 

‘Measles is a real menace. Had this 
disaster occurred in March it would 
have been difficult to avoid epidemics 
of measles. The thing is s0 contagious. 
It is most contagious before it can be 
diagnosed. Some measles trickles into 
every group of people brought together 
from miscellaneous homes. But, then, 
measles is no bear cat for hot weather. 
And to make matters more secure, 
every, doctor and every nurse is snoop- 
ing around looking for measles. If 
any comes around they propose to see it, 
first. Every person is suspected of hav- 
ing a few measles on the hip, 

Hot weather and hot trails will keep 
measles from breaking out, at least in 
the authorized camps. The health peo- 
ple are on guard in the authorized

weather diseases, It will require gen- 
eral vaccination and sanitation of the 
folks and the homes to prevent typhoid.

HICAGO, June 3 (By A. P.).— 

With eight referees, seven fight 

and wrestling promoters, fight- 
ers, Managers and members of the. 
Illinois State Boxing . Commission 
making charges, counter, charges and 
denials, the State Legislative committee 
today opened a formal. investigation 
into allegations of graft in. boxing and 
wrestling .as promoted and conducted 
in Chicago.

“Kid” Howard, another promoter, 
who had charged that the State 
Boxing Commission had ordered a 
boycott on all boxing matches in 
Chicago that were not: held under 
the guidance of Jim Mullen, lead- 
ing Chicago promoter, under cross- 
examination admitted that he 
had not conformed to amateur 
boxing rules as laid down .by the 
National Amateur Athletic Associ- . 
ation, which has charge of a}l ama- 
teur boxing in Illinols. 


Howard charged t that the boxing. 
commission - had. .blacklisted - several 
amateur fighters and professionals be- 
cause they had trained in his gymna- 
‘sium. 

Two of these, he said,.are Jock Ma- 
lone and Tillie “Kid” Herman. - He 
wsaid, however, that Herman had only 
recently participated in a fight in Chi- 
cago and that Malone was not allowed 
to fight in Illinois because he was sus- 
pended “for legitimate reason” from 
boxing in Illinois, 

Howard also testified that Don 
Rogers, manager for Rocky Kansas, told 
him that Mullen’ had demanded $2,500 
for letting Kansas use’ his gymnasium 
to train for his fight with Sammy Man- 
dell, a bout promoted by Mullen. This 
was denied by Mullen, who said the 
$2,500 was merely asked as forfeit 
money to insure Kansas’ appearance. 

The legislative committee then went 
into executive session and adjourned 
the hearing until Monday.

P.).—Big Bill Tilden proved ‘con- 

clusively today that he has. “come 
back” ‘by defeating Henri Cochet in 
straight’ sets in the semifinals of the 
international hard. court tennis cham- 
pionship tournament, The score was 
9—7, 6—3, 6—2. 

The veteran American player stormed 
about the court, stroking with. all his 
old power, leaving no spots uncovered 
and fighting for every pgint to the 
bitter end. 

‘The youthful French star, although 
at the top of his game and with the 
memory of his sensational defeats of 
Tilden: in the American national last 
year in mind, was powerless in the 
face of this attack. 

When Tilden walked from the court, 
to the cheers of the 5,000 or so persons 
who packed ‘the stands, he had ac- 
complished ‘what he set out to do— 
defeated the last of the famous “three 
musketeers,” -Cochet, Lacoste and 
Borotra, in-revenge for his defeats at 
their. hands in last season’s French 
tennis invasion of the United States. 


The fitst set was.a racket duel 
to remember. Cochet seemed to be 
gambling his entire resources to 
capture the opening frame, and the 
crowd cheered as he broke through 
Tilden’s famous cannonball service 
to take the sixth game and tie the 

. Score at 3-3. 


Games then followed service until the 
eleventh, when Tilden broke through to 
win it at love. -Cochet returned the 
compliment in thirteenth, allowing Til- 
den. but one point on the American’s 
service. 

With Cochet leading at 7—6, the 
crowd was. at.fever-pitch and both 
players were taking many chances. The 
fourteenth ‘game was sensational, with 
long drawn rallies, the score going again 
and again to deuce. ( 


It. was here that Cochet crump- : 
led. He was three times within 
point set, but Tilden would not be 
denied and took “the game at 
13—11,. Then the American ran off 
‘the next two at top speed to clinch 
the set, 9—%. A comparison of 
Cochet’s 55 points for this set to 
Tilden’s 57 shows how closely it was 
fought. 


The last two. sets were but an anti- 
climax, and with Tilden obviously at 
top form there was no doubt in any 
one’s mind as to the outcome. 

Cochet displayed the qualities which 
have earned for him the sobriquet, 
“Little Iceberg.” He faced his formi- 
dable opponent as cooly as ‘if about‘ 
to engage in a. practice match and 
opened the first set with a determined 
drive for victory. Tilden, too, gave 
evidence of his determination, but

justice Bailey Advances Last. 
of War Litigation in 
This Area. 


MANY PERSONS NAMED 


The civil phase of the Philips Jum- 
ber case, which is the last of the 
so-called war fraud cases in this juris- 
diction, advanced one more step yes- 
terday when Justice Jennings Bailey 
in thé equity division of the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court signed a 
decree prepared by W. 8S. Ward and 
Marcus Borchandt, special assistants to 
the Attorney General, which holds that 
the Federal Government: is entitled to 
recover about $1,500,000, which it con- 
tended was due on the sales of surplus 
cantonment lumber. 

The decree states that John L. Phil- 
ips, former Republican committeeman 
from Georgia and principal figure in 
the accounting suit, is, by himself, 
liable for $120,500 and interest. To- 
gether with the Merchanta & Manufac- 
turers National Bank of Newark, N. J., 
and Mrs. Nellis S. Chambers, ‘executors 
of the estate of the late George M. 
Chambers, Philips is held fable for 
$17,995 in connection with hia alleged 
deals with Chambers.. : 

Together with Mrs. Lottie Eltzen, 
executor of the estate of her late hus- 
band, Gus Elitzen, and with Mitchell A. 
Touart, jr., of the firm of Eitzen-Tou- 
art & Co., and Charles Philips, jr., the 
defendant is held liable for the sums 
of $10,000 and $105,900 in connection 
with the alleged deals with Charles 
Philips, jr., and the Eitzen-Touart con- 
cern. 

Together with Roland Perry and Lee 
L. Herrell, Washington lumberman, 
John L. Philips is held liable for $46,- 
850.27. The Fidelity & Deposit Co. of 
Maryland, surety on the bond of John 
L. Philips and his partner, John Steph- 
ens, is held responsible to the extent 
of the bond. Stephens was exonerated 
by the court. The lability of the 
bonding company as to Frank T. Sulli- 
van, lumberman, of Buffalo, N. Y., is 
yet to be determined by the auditor, 
who will also determine the liability of 
the bonding company as to John L. 
Philips. The auditor will also deter- 
mine other matters connected with 
the accounting suit. 

While the figures mentioned do not 
total $1,500;000, Government counsel 
stated that interest covering about 
nine years, together with other sums 
to be stated by the auditor, will make 
up the difference. 

The decree conforms to an opinion 
rendered about three weeks ago. The 
Government charged that the lumber. 
had been undervalued and sold and 
resold as_a result of agreemehts be- 
tween Philips and the other defend- 
ants, two of whom are now dead. The 
defendants all noted an appeal to the 
Court of Appeals.

GAS PRICE WAR HITS 
DEALERS NEAR CITY 


Maryland and Virginia Auto- 
ists Drive to Capital for 
Cheaper Fuel. 


The gasoline price war, which has 
been waged in the District for almost 
a month, has extracted a heavy tol) ip 
the business of fuel dealers in neigh- 
bering Maryland and Vi-cinia towns. 
The’ prevailing prices here of 16 and 
17 cents a galion will see no immediate 
change, officials of the rival Standard 
Oil and Penn Oil.companies announced 
yesterday. 

In Baltimore and» nearby towns 
of Prince. Georges and Montgomery 
Counties, gasoline dealers have been 
the hardest: hit by the District. war. 
Motor fuel in Maryland, where the 4- 
cent levy prevails, brings 23 and <4 
cents a gallon, 7 cents more expensive 
than in the District. Motorists from 
that section, Maryland fuel dealers de- 
clare, are driving daily to Washington 
to purchase fuel and even tourists are 
giving the Maryland filling stations the 
“go by.” 


Virginia dealers are also losing busi- 
ness as a result of the war. Prices there 
are 21 and 22 cents per gallon.

A petition for a rate reduction on 
Southern coal jntended for Great Lakes 
cargo that would equal.the reduction 
ordered by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on such coal mined in 
Ohio:and Pennsylvania was placed yes- 
terday before Southern railroads by 
mine-operators in.Southern territory. 

In behalf of the railroads, W. J. Har- 
ahan, president of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio, and A. C, Needles, president of 
the Norfolk & Western, promised the 
mine operators to give the petition full 
consideration and to arrange for re- 
sponding to it after consultation with 
their legal departments. Prior. to their 
meeting with the railroads’ represent- 
atives, 92 mine operetors, representing 
the bulk of coal production in West 
Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia, discussed the lake, cargo rate 
situation .produced by the commission's 
decision and unanimously resolved to 
endeayor.to. obtain a like.reduction on 
their product.

The two men were arrested a week 
ago and both forfeited collateral in 
Police Court. Calvert insisted that 
they be brought to trial and swore to 
warrants for their arrests. Assistant 
District Attorney Ralph Given appeared 
for the Government. The arrests were 
made. by Detective James E. Lowry, of 
the Ninth Precinct.

At the request of officers of his 
church, Dr..
